SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1975,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Town.   Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as 
part  of  the  report. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audits  must  be  given  to  the  Town  Clerk 
for  retention  as  part  of  the  Town's  permanent  records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk, 
Water  and  Sewer  Departments,  Public  Library,  Municipal  Courts,  Cemetery 
Lot  Fund,  Public  Health  Nursing  Association  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 


FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


General  Fund: 


Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  December  31,  1974  and  December  31,  1975: 
(Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  General  Fund  -  As  of  December  31, 
1974  and  December  31,  1975  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.   As  indicated 
therein,  the  current  surplus  of  the  Town  decreased  by  $2,114,  from  $83,884 
to  $81,770,  during  the  fiscal  year.

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  current  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1975 
are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.   As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary 
(Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $21,447,  less  an  overdraft  of 
Appropriations  of  $561  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $20,886.

Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1975.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  net  profit  for  the  year  amounted  to  $6,344. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  December  31,  1974  and  December  31,  1975: 
(Exhibit  F-l) 

Comparative  balance  sheets  which  disclose  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Sewer  Department  as  of  December  31,  1974  and 
December  31,  1975  are  presented  in  Exhibit  F-l.   Since  there  are  no 
fixed  asset  records  maintained,  and  likewise  no  depreciation  expense 
charged  against  current  revenues,  this  Exhibit  does  not  reflect 
accurately  the  financial  condition  of  the  Sewer  Department.  Thus, 
we  do  not  express  an  opinion  concerning  this  matter. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards 
and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances, 

Verification  of  the  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Tax 
Collector's  records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
Town  Clerk: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Town  Clerk  adopt  the  use  of  the 
official  forms  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration 
for  reporting  the  classification  of  receipts  when  monies  are  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  by  such  officer.  These  forms  are  available  in 
duplicate  or  triplicate  copies  for  distribution  to  the  Treasurer  and 
the  Selectmen. 

Treasurer: 

We  again  recommend  that  all  funds  received  by  the  Treasurer 
be  deposited  in  a  timely  manner.   In  this  regard,  it  is  suggested  that 
checks  be  deposited  within  five  (5)  days  of  receipt.   In  any  event, 
however,  "cash"  should  not  be  unreasonably  accumulated,  and  whenever 
practical  and  feasible,  should  be  deposited  on  a  daily  basis  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  business  practices.

It  is  noted,  however,  that  no  provisions  were  made  for  these 
appropriations  in  the  budget  prepared  by  the  Municipal  Budget  Committee 
for  the  1975  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  towns  operating  under  the  Municipal  Budget  Law,  R.S.A.  32:8 
provides,  in  part,  that  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  at  any  annual 
meeting  for  any  purpose  not  included  in  the  posted  budget   therefor; 
provided,  however,  that  the  budget  committee  may  also  submit,  without 
approval  items  which  they  do  not  wish  to  recommend  but  which  they 
believe  the  voters  should  be  allowed  to  consider  and  act  upon  either 
favorably  or  unfavorably.  Money  may  be  appropriated  for  items  submitted 
"without  recommendation"  by  the  budget  committee.   However,  total 
appropriations  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting,  may  not  in  any  event  exceed 
by  more  than  ten  per  cent  the  total  amount  "recommended"  by  the  budget 
committee,  exclusive  of  fixed  charges. 

Inasmuch  as  the  appropriations  cited  above  were  not  included 
in  the  posted  budget,  either  as  "recommended"  or  "submitted  without 
recommendation"  by  the  Budget  Committee,  the  1975  Town  Meeting  could  not 
legally  act  upon  these  matters.  Thus,  expenditures  made  for  the  aforesaid 
purposes  (Exhibit  A-3)  cannot  be  characterized  as  having  been  made  "in 
accordance  with  the  law. " 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Budget  Committee  take  appropriate 
steps  in  the  preparation  of  budgets  for  annual  or  special  town  meetings 
to  achieve  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  32:8. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require  that  the 
Auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal) 
shall  be  published  in  thenext  annual  report  of  the  Town.   Publication 
of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in 
its  entirety.

1976. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Police  Dept.  w"th  ever  increasing  demands 
for  service  and  increase  in  the  crime  rate.  Our  town  is  growing  e\jery  year  which  results 
in  more  calls  for  the  cruiser  and  the  amount  of  phone  calls  that  come  into  this  station. 
We  have  been  very  lucky  this  past  year  by  not  recording  any  fatalities  even  with  an  in- 
crease in  the  accident  rate  of  Hinsdale.

Following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Association  from  January  1  to  December  31, 
1976.  Direct  care  to  patients  and  health  promotion  428.  A  preschool  hearing  and  vision 
screening  program  was  conducted  at  the  Elementary  School  in  May  with  66  children  being 
tested  and  any  defects  referred  for  correction. 

Several  work  shops  were  conducted  through  out  the  year  for  newborn  visits.  The  nurse 
also  assisted  at  the  Crippled  Childrens  Clinic  in  Keene. 

A  general  immunization  clinic  was  held  at  the  Elementary  School  in  June.  Also  a  swine 
flu  clinic  for  grades  1  and  kindergarten. 

A  community  monovalent  and  bivalent  flu  vaccine  clinic  was  held  in  November  -  354  people 
were  immunized.  The  N.  H.  Division  of  Public  Health  worked  with  us  and  volunteers  vVere 
from  the  Nursing  Association  and  the  community. 

Blood  pressure  clinics  for  Senior  Citizens  have  been  held  throughout  the  year. 

There  have  been  several  meetings  of  the  Nursing  Association  held  and  anyone  interested 
in  becoming  a  member  is  most  welcome. 

Thank  you  to  all  who  have  helped  in  carrying  out  this  years  work.

Since  July,  Paul  Sprague,  asst.  director,  and  I  have  met  several  times  with  the 
State  Asst.  Director  of  Civilian  Defense  and  are  organizing  and  establishing  a  full- 
fledged  emergency  C.  D.  program  and  disaster  plan  for  Hinsdale  and  by  early  Spring 
we  will  have  all  programs  up-dated  and  operational  in  case  of  any  disaster  or  need. 

The  Civilian  Defense  program  was  allotted  $250.00  for  all  operating  expenses 
for  1976  by  the  Town  and  we  were  able  to  return  to  our  general  fund  $205.06.  The 
surplus  equipment  allottment  was  $500.00  and  we  returned  to  the  general  fund  $460.00. 
However,  this  year  we  plan  to  use  all  our  funds  as  to  truly  up-date  both  programs  at 
100%  efficiency  our  totalled  budgets  are  necessary  for  needed  equipment  and  operating 
expenses. 

With  full  community  support  and  hard  work  we  hope  to  give  the  citizens  of 
Hinsdale  a  C.  D.  and  surplus  equipment  program  of  which  we  all  can  be  proud.

The  hall  was 
gaily  decorated  with  flags  of  the  Revolutionary  period  furnished  by  the  Bicentennial 
Committee. 

The  next  activity  was  a  period  Costume  Show  sponsored  by  the  Fire  Dept.  Auxiliary. 
Many  local  people  took  part  including  the  Queen  contestants. 

The  Fire  Dept.  sponsored  the  Coronation  Bicentennial  Ball  in  April  at  which  time

In  December,  the  committee  had  a  new  cover  made  for  Col.  Ebenezer  Hinsdale's  grave  on 
Prospect  St.  The  old  cover  was  badly  deteriorated. 

As  the  Bicentennial  year  drew  to  a  close,  the  question  arose  as  to  what  dispostion  should 
be  made  of  the  Bicentennial  items  remaining  unsold.  After  much  deliberation,  it  was  decided 
by  the  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  give  the  merchandise  to  any  local 
organizations  desiring  them.

Your  Highway  Department  is  very  pleased  to  present  to  the  citizens  of  Hinsdale  this  report 
for  1976. 

Since  my  appointment  as  your  road  agent  on  May  1,  1976  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  I  have 
tried  very  hard  to  give  the  town  100%  value  for  the  monies  allotted  by  the  taxpayers  to 
this  department.  I  am  very  conscious  of  the  taypayers  burdens  and  therefore  this  depart- 
ment will  always  be  responsible  to  the  public  which  it  serves. 

Some  of  the  major  projects  accomplished  by  the  highway  department  in  1976  were:  the 
tarring  and  re-surfacing  of  approximately  6  miles  of  town  roads;  complete  rebuilding  of 
the  bridge  at  the  intersection  of  Old  Chesterfield  Road  and  Rte.  #63;  instillation  of 
four  new  culverts,  the  widening  of  Old  Stage  Road  to  make  it  safe  and  passable;  and  the 
cutting  and  removal  of  14  dead  and  diseased  trees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HINSDALE  SCHOOL  NURSE 
1976 

In  May  a  Pre-school  Vision  and  Hearing  Screening  Program  was  conducted  at  the 
Elementary  School,  with  66  (sixty  six)  children  attending.  Equipment  and  supervisor 
were  provided  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Division  of  Public  Health.  Volunteer  help 
came  from  the  Lion's  Club,  the  Hinsdale  Public  Health  Nursing  Association,  and  others 
in  the  community. 

An  Immunization  Clinic  was  held  in  June  at  the  Elementary  School  for  pre-school 
and  school-age  children,  with  137  immunizations  given.  Dr.  John  Houpis,  the  school 
physician,  the  nurse,  and  volunteers  from  the  community  were  in  attendance.  The 
vaccines  are  provided  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Bureau  of  Communicable  Disease 
Control . 

The  fourth  grade  pupils  participated  in  the  Dental  Disease  Preventive  Program, 
which  is  initiated  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Dental  Health  Program.  This  continued 
throughout  the  school  year. 

The  Lion's  Club  sponsored  a  Dental  Clinic  in  November,  The  dental  hygienist 
was  Mrs.  Jean  Dyer,  and  245  students  from  kindergarten  through  eighth  grade  attended. 

A  Swine  Flu  Vaccination  Clinic  was  held  in  December  for  children  in  kindergarten 
and  first  grade.  Forty  six  children  were  vaccinated.  The  clinic  was  provided  by  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Bureau  of  Communicable  Disease  Control,  assisted  by  volunteers 
from  the  town. 

The  nurse  attended  1363  students,  physical  examinations  done  by  the  school  doctor 
totaled  208,  and  the  number  of  vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  done  by  the  nurse 
was  1011.

Our  library  is  operating  again  this  year  with  the  able  assistance  of  four 
parent  volunteers.  We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  help  given  by 
Mrs.  Janet  Faucher,  Mrs.  Elaine  Worden,  Mrs.  Joanne  Wo j chick  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Girroir. 

Curriculum 

In  compliance  with  the  state  statute  we  compiled  our  annual  census  of 
handicapped  students  and  have  been  working  on  the  necessary  evaluation  and 
individually  prescribed  program  for  assisting  each  of  these  students  as 
requested  by  Public  Law  93-380.  At  present  count  43  youngsters  have  been 
identified  and  programs  for  each  are  being  processed. 

Our  immediate  plans  call  for  us  to  select  new  materials  for  our  English 
program  in  Grades  5  and  6.  We  are  seeking  materials  with  a  greater  emphasis 
on  English  grammar  and  usage.  These  materials  will  provide  more  background 
for  the  courses  taught  at  junior  high  level.

Curriculum 

The  high  school  will  add  one  new  course  to  its  present  curriculum 
next  year.   We  will  offer  Advanced  Placement  Calculus  to  those  seniors, 
who,  because  of  their  mathematics  aptitude,  were  placed  in  Algebra  I 
as  eighth  graders.   With  the  addition  of  this  college  level  course,  the 
aforementioned  students  will  receive  a  fifth  year  of  mathematics. 

Hinsdale  is  presently  sending  forty  Juniors  and  Seniors  to  the 
Cheshire  Vocational  Center  in  Keene.   To  date,  our  students  have  demon- 
strated a  great  amount  of  enthusiasm  for  the  curriculum  at  the  Center. 
By  and  large,  our  students  have  done  extremely  well  in  their  classwork. 
The  Center  is  very  well  equipped,  and  is  providing  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  our  students  to  develop  trade  related  skills.

Again  this  year  finances  and  the  state  of  the  economy  seem  to  attract 
the  most  attention.   Budgets,  with  monotonous  consistency,  continue  to  reflect  the 
economic  condition.   Although  it  may  do  little  to  ease  the  frustration,  it  needs 
to  be  reported  that  next  year's  budget  with  its  proposed  4.1%  increase  barely 
maintains  the  present  level  of  educational  services.   As  a  matter  of  fact,  some 
services  have  actually  been  reduced  in  order  to  attempt  to  keep  costs  down.   In 
many  accounts  where  there  are  increases,  they  are  due  to  factors  over  which  the 
school  board  exercises  little  or  no  control.   Admittedly,  salaries  make  up  the 
major  portion  of  the  budget  and  these  are  determined  at  the  local  level.   However, 
outside  influences  such  as  a  state  collective  bargaining  law  and  salaries  being 
paid  in  surrounding  Communities,  must  be  considered  when  salary  decisions  are 
made.   It  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  that  our  schools  can  reverse  universal 
trends  or  operate  effectively  by  opposing  statutory  requirements. 

Perhaps  the  best  measure  we  have  to  determine  how  our  schools  compare  in 
spending  with  other  schools  in  New  Hampshire  is  the  cost  per  pupil.   In  the  last 
fiscal  year,  1975-76,  the  average  cost  per  pupil  for  operating  an  elementary 
school  was  $996.16.   The  cost  for  the  same  period  to  operate  Hinsdale  Elementary 
school  was  $821.55  per  pupil.   The  state  average  per  pupil  cost  to  operate  high 
schools  was  $1,253.92.   In  the  case  of  Hinsdale  High  School  it  was  $1,187.49. 
These  figures,  as  compiled  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  as  applied 
to  our  schools,  illustrate  that  ability  to  pay  has  been  an  important  consideration 
when  preparing  the  school  budget.   At  the  risk  of  stating  the  obvious,  it  can  be 
concluded  that  any  reduction  in  the  recommended  school  board  budget  would  have 
a  serious  future  impact  on  the  educational  services  that  our  citizens  have  come 
to  expect. 

School  finances  are  not  the  only  responsibility  facing  school  board  members 
and  administrators.   The  task  of  critically  examining  the  instructional  program 
is  always  a  high  priority  item.   Last  year  in  this  report  it  was  stated  that  the 
school  district,  through  the  policies  adopted  by  the  school  board,  was  committed 
to  four  major  educational  objectives.   Briefly,  they  were  as  follows: 

1.  To  stress  the  basic  language  and  computational  skills. 

2.  To  provide  opportunities  for  vocational  training. 

3.  To  provide  learning  experience  which  will  enhance  each  child's 
self  image. 

4.  To  provide  learning  experiences  according  to  each  child's  ability, 
aptitude,  and  interest. 

While  it  must  be  acknowledged  at  the  outset  that  these  goals  are  far  from 
being  realized,  it  can  be  said  that  progress  is  being  made.   Some  examples  follow. 

Our  school  district  is  a  member  of  the  Right  to  Read  effort  in  New  Hampshire 
which  means  that  a  commitment  has  been  made  to  the  attempt  to  eliminate  reading 
failure.   Our  reading  specialist  has  attended  training  institutes  and  in  turn 
provided  training  sessions  for  teachers  within  the  district.   Increased  emphasis 
on  reading  instruction  has  also  resulted  in  the  use  of  federal  funds  to  provide 
reading  aides  to  assist  teachers  in  both  the  elementary  and  high  school.   A 
new  math  program  stressing  computational  skills  has  been  adopted  at  the  elementary 
school  while  the  high  school  has  instituted  new  offerings  in  math  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  same  objective.   Workshops  for  elementary  and  secondary  teachers 
in  reading  and  math  have  been  arranged  by  the  Supervisory  Union  Staff  Development 
Committee.   This  Committee  is  made  up  of  teachers,  administrators,  parents, 
school  board  members,  and  student  representatives  from  Hinsdale,  Monadnock,  and 
Winchester. 

The  Cheshire  Vocational  Center  in  Keene  opened  in  September  of  this  school 
year.   About  fifty  of  our  high  school  juniors  and  seniors  spend  part  of  the 
school  day  at  the  Center.   Those  who  elect  to  attend  the  CVC  for  their  vocational 
training  spend  the  rest  of  the  day  at  their  own  high  school  for  the  balance  of 
their  program.   The  Center  is  able  to  offer  vocational  courses  which  our  high  school 
is  unable  to  provide  on  its  own.   With  the  state  paying  seventy-five  percent  of 
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the  tuition  cost  while  the  sending  district  pays  the  balance,  our  share  this 
year  amounts  to  $123.25  for  each  student  attending.   In  addition,  the  State  pays 
for  transporting  the  students  to  and  from  the  Vocational  Center.   While  it  is 
too  early  to  claim  that  the  program  is  a  success,  the  idea  has  been  endorsed  by 
school  board  members,  educators,  legislators,  businessmen,  and  industrialists. 

Programs  for  the  handicapped  are  developed  with  the  involvement  of  parents. 
To  the  extent  appropriate,  these  children  are  educated  with  children  who  are 
not  handicapped.   Specialists,  such  as;  a  school  psychologist,  reading  specialist, 
learning  disabilities  teacher,  guidance  counselor,  nurse,  speech  therapist,  etc., 
prescribe,  with  parent  approval,  a  suitable  program  and  assist  teachers  in 
carrying  it  out  and  evaluating  the  results.   When  the  severity  of  the  handicap  is 
such  that  local  programs  are  not  a  desirable  alternative,  placement  is  made  outside 
the  district  with  tuition  and  transportation,  up  to  the  State  average  per  pupil 
cost,  provided  by  the  district.   Placements  have  been  made  in  such  places  as  the 
New  Hope  Center  in  Keene,  the  Francis  Hicks  School,  and  the  Winston  Prouty  Center 
in  Brattleboro,  and  the  Crotched  Mountain  Center  in  Greenfield,  N.H.   Again, 
federal  funds  have  made  it  possible  to  provide  our  learning  disabilities  teachers 
with  aides.   Also,  a  three  year  federal  grant  allowed  us  to  establish  a  clinical 
pre-school  for  handicapped  children.   This  school  is  presently  located  in  Swanzey 
but  serves  children  from  all  three  school  districts  which  make  up  our  Supervisory 
Union. 

Initiating  programs  to  meet  the  varying  needs  of  students  can  be  wasted 
without  well  trained  and  dedicated  teachers  to  carry  them  out.   It  is  fair  to 
state  that  in  order  to  improve  instruction  one  needs  to  increase  the  skill  of 
the  instructor.   To  help  bring  this  about  staff  development  programs  have  been 
planned  and  initiated  in  those  areas  where  teachers  themselves  have  said  they 
need  training  in  order  to  become  more  effective.   Six  in-service  programs  were 
offered  last  year  for  Hinsdale,  Monadnock,  and  Winchester  teachers  and  at  least 
six  more  training  sessions  will  have  occurred  by  the  time  the  present  school  year 
ends. 

The  school  board  and  administration  expends  much  time  and  energy  in  attempt- 
ing to  determine  if  our  instructional  programs  are  appropriate  in  terms  of  the 
times  and  in  terms  of  financial  and  statutory  obligations.   We  are  aware  of  the 
inadequacies  and  problems  facing  us  within  the  school  system.   We  regret  that  we 
cannot  move  faster  in  resolving  them.   We  can  only  seek  your  understanding  and 
support  as  we  attempt  to  balance  our  school  needs  with  a  realistic  budget.
